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CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

A system for displaying information in correct format from a sender of the 
information in a telecommunication system, comprising: 

a receiving point for receiving from a sending unit the information which 
it is desired to display on a receiving unit, wherein the information may not be in a format 
that is recognizable by the receiving unit; 

a computer processor in communication with the receiving point for 
determining whether the received information is in a format recognizable by the receiving 
unit; and 

an algorithm engine in communication with the computer processor for 
generating a correct format for the received information, whereby when the computer 
processor determines tmat the information is not in a correct format, the algorithm engine 
formats the received information to the correct format for the receiving unit and the 
receiving point forwards the correctly formatted information to the receiving unit. 

2. The system recited in claim 1, wherein the receiving point comprises a 
database. 

3. Thej system recited in claim 1, wherein the receiving point comprises a 
cache memory. 

4. THe system recited in claim 1, further comprising a transceiver for 
receiving the information from the sender. 

5. |he system recited in claim 4, wherein the information comprises a phone 
number.
